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Arrest in one murder, another probed

PRESTONSBURG - An arrest 
was made last week in the death of a 
Johnson County woman in Knott 
County, while authorities are investi- 
gating a murder in Floyd County. 
Gary W. Ward, 37, of Meally in 



Johnson County, was arrested at 
approximately 7:16 p.m. Thursday 
after the Knott County Grand Jury 
issued an indictment the same day. 

Ward was arrested at his resi- 
dence without incident and was 
indicted with one count of murder, 
tampering with physical evidence 
and abuse of a corpse in the death of 
Christina Barnett of Sitka, whose 



body was found on Owens Branch in 
Knott County. 

According to a press release, a 
Kentucky State Police detective pre- 
sented evidence to the Knott County 
Grand Jury Oct. 10 stemming from 
the homicide investigation into the 
death of Barnett, whose body was 
discovered Sept. 25. 

Initially, the body was sent to the 



Kentucky State Medical Examiner’s 
Office for an autopsy and positive 
identification. Preliminary results 
from the autopsy positively identi- 
fied the body as that of Barnett. 

Barnett was reported missing to 
KSP, by family members Sept. 19, 
and a search party located the body

LONDON — A nine-count 
indictment was issued last Wednes- 
day against four people, including 
the former mayor of Martin, for 
allegedly engaging in a scheme to 
defraud the Social Security Admin- 
istration and misapplying federal 
funds. 

A Nov. 5 court appearance has 
been set for former Mayor Ruth 
Thomasine Robinson, 69; her 
daughter, Rita Christine Whicker, 
42, who formerly directed the Mar- 
tin Community Center; Ginger 
Michelle Halbert, 42, a volunteer 
city employee who worked closely 
with Robinson; and Ethel Lee 
Clouse, 68, the city bookkeeper. 
They are charged with conspiracy to 
defraud the SSA, theft of Social 
Security disability benefits and 
aggravated identity theft. 

Halbert, Whicker and Robinson 
were also charged with misappropri- 
ating money from a federal pro- 
gram. 

Halbert is additionally charged 
with failure to report her employ- 
ment earnings to the SSA. 

According to the indictment, 
from 2006 until January 2013, Hal- 
bert, who purportedly worked on a 
volunteer basis, was secretly paid 
with federal funds that were primar- 
ily intended for the Martin Commu- 
nity Center (MCC) and the Housing

Paul touts Economic Freedom 
Zones during trip to region

LOUISA — U.S. Sen. Rand Paul was the guest 
speaker at the Louisa Rotary Club meeting Thursday 
before going to Johnson County, where he partici- 
pated in a coffee stop meet-and-greet event at 
Frank’s Fountain and Grill in Paintsville. 

The Republican senator also had a meet-and- 
greet event in Salyersville at the Dairy Queen. 

Paul talked about his bill that would cut the defi- 
cit by $500 billion, and talked about Economic 
Freedom Zones for areas that are distressed like 
Louisa, where the Kentucky Power Company’s Big 
Sandy Plant is going to close in 2015. 



Paul explained that a 10-year stimulus that cuts 
taxes in the Economic Freedom Zones would allow 
the distressed areas to keep more of their money in 
the community without having to send it to Wash- 
ington. 

“It could mean $5 million for Louisa, but to do it, 
you also have to make cuts,” Paul said. “Things that 
are well intentioned sometimes end up being trans- 
lated into other stuff. You can’t get a permit to mine 
coal because every crack and every crevice is con- 
sidered a stream.” 

Paul said President Barack Obama said during 
the government shutdown that the first thing to shut

Lawrence man gets 
probation in porn case

FRANKFORT - A Lawrence 
County man charged in connection 
with child pornography was sen- 
tenced Friday. 

Thomas Meade, 52, of Blaine, 
was sentenced to five years in pris- 
on, probated for five years, and he 
must register as a sex offender for 
20 years and successfully complete 
a sex offender treatment program. 

Officers with the Lawrence 
County Sheriff’s Office arrested 
Meade last year following his indict- 



ment by the Lawrence County 
Grand Jury Dec. 14, 2012. He was 
charged with one count of distribu- 
tion of child pornography and four 
counts of possession of child por- 
nography to which he entered an 
Alford plea July 12. Defendants 
enter an Alford plea when they do 
not admit guilty but acknowledge 
there is enough evidence to convict 
them. 

According to the indictment, on 
Feb. 6, 2009, Meade distributed 
matter portraying a sexual perfor-

Sept. 25, at which time detec- 
tives initiated a death investi- 
gation. 

Once the preliminary 
autopsy report and identifica- 
tion of the victim were con- 
firmed, the death investigation 
transitioned to a homicide. 

Barnett’s body was origi- 
nally believed to have been 
burned, but Knott County Cor- 
oner William Blair said the 
autopsy showed Barnett’s 
body had not been burned as 
previously reported, but was 
instead “found in an advanced 
stage of decomposition.” 

Barnett’s mother, Donna 
Hale, said after her daughter’s 
body had been found that she 
and her family are very close 
and that she immediately 
became concerned for her 
daughter when her cell phone 
and Facebook account went 
silent. 

“She was found in Knott 
County, on Owens Branch. We 
are a close family and she 
doesn’t go without calling or 
getting on Facebook, so when 
everything went silent and she 
didn’t show up the next day, 
we called the Kentucky State 
Police,” Hale said. “She was 
with her boyfriend when she 
left and yes, she did meet him 
on the Internet, but they had 
been seeing each other for 
months. It wasn’t like she just 
met him and took off with 
him.” 

Barnett’s sister, Michelle 
Hale, said Monday that she 
feels triumphant that the man 
who killed her sister is in jail 
and that justice is being served. 

“My sister brought out the 
best in me. I want her to be 
remembered. There are so 
many people who went to 
church with him and they 
don’t believe it, but I know we 
got the right guy. I want her 
memory to live on,” Hale said. 
“In the beginning, when she 
first met him on the Internet, 
he had a fake identity on there 
and told her he was Matt John- 
son from Pikeville. He told her 
the truth about where he 
worked but he told her not to 
call him there or he would get 
into trouble, so she didn’t call. 
When they went out, he 



always took her to a friend’s 
house and I don’t know who 
that was, the only thing I know 
is that they had a pool. When 
she found out he lied to her 
about who he was and she 
found out who he really was, 
she wouldn’t talk to him for a 
while. He told her he was get- 
ting a divorce and that his wife 
was in rehab and said please 
don’t hurt my kids. He is mar- 
ried and he does have children. 
My sister actually went to 
school with her for a while. He 
told her all the right things to 
make her believe him.” 

Hale said she spoke to him 
and her sister the day before 
she was reported missing. 

“My sister told me that she 
would be back in six hours, 
because it would take them 
that long to go to London to 
show a vehicle. He . . . was in 
a company vehicle that he said 
he was going to show to some- 
one in London and that they 
would be back afterward, and 
that is why we started our 
search in London. He said he 
left her at a gas station in Haz- 
ard and I found that gas station 
and there was a person there 
who told me they saw her get 
back into the truck and leave 
with him. So the next day, we 
searched down the road from 
the gas station. I know my 
sister was guiding me and was 
with me to help me find her 
because we saw a spot that 
was grassy and I said I thought 
it would be a good place to 
look. About 30 minutes later, I 
found her. It was meant for me 
to find her, and I know it. 
What are the odds that every 
day we would search until 6 
p.m. or 7 p.m. and not find her 
and that day, it was on our first 
stop? If it was reversed, she 
would have done the same for 
me. I couldn’t give up. I had to 
find her. After I found her, I 
called the police and I stayed 
with her until they came and 
took her away. I can’t tell you 
how upset I was. I can tell you 
that KSP officers Billy Pollard 
and Ronnie Little are our 
heroes. They are working the 
case. I just want justice for my 
sister.” 

Ward was lodged in the 
Kentucky River Regional Jail 
and is scheduled for arraign- 



ment Nov. 14 in Knott Circuit 
Court. 

Meanwhile, Kentucky 
State Police at Post 9 in Pikev- 
ille are investigating the shoot- 
ing death of a Floyd County 
man whose body was found at 
his residence early last week. 

KSP Post 9 troopers and 
detectives responded to a com- 
plaint in Prestonsburg last 
Tuesday, Oct. 22. Upon their 
arrival, they found a deceased 
victim inside the residence. 

The victim was identified 
as Timothy Austin, 52, of Pre- 
stonsburg, who is also a for- 
mer resident of Johnson Coun- 
ty- 

The homicide is under 
investigation by KSP Det. 
Chris Phillips. Anyone with 
information regarding the inci- 
dent is urged to contact the 
Kentucky State Police at Post 
9 in Pikeville at (606) 433-

ty Mason Keefer said in the 
report that he observed the 
vehicle traveling south on 
U.S. 23 at a high rate of speed, 
and he clocked the vehicle 
with the radar at 74 miles per 
hour in a 55 miles per hour 
zone. 

Keefer also said in the 
report that nobody else was in 
the vehicle with Price at the 
time of the arrest and that 
upon contact with her, her 
eyes were glassy and he could 
smell the odor of alcohol. He 
also said in the report that 
Price was unsteady on her feet 
and she apparently failed the 
field sobriety test, but blood 
results are pending. 

Lawrence County Sheriff 
Garrett Roberts said that Price 
was taken into custody and 
transported to the Big Sandy 
Regional Detention Center in 
Johnson County and that her 
vehicle had been towed from 
the scene.

Authority of Martin (HAM). 
To conceal the scheme, the 
defendants allegedly arranged 
for the checks to be made pay- 
able to Halbert’s son, Jeremy 
Pack, the indictment says. 

The indictment alleges 
that during the period of Jan. 
1, 2008, through Jan. 1, 2009; 
Jan. 1, 2009, through Jan. 1, 
2010; Jan. 1, 2010, through 
Jan. 1, 2011; Jan. 1, 2011, 
through Jan. 1, 2012, and Jan. 
1, 2012, through Jan. 1, 2013, 
Robinson, Whicker and Hal- 
bert received more than 
$10,000 in federal funds dur- 
ing the 12-month period, 
obtained by fraud; without 
authority converted to the use 
of a person other than the 
rightful owner; and intention- 
ally misapplied the money 
covering the paychecks from 
the Martin Community Center 
to Pack, valued at more than 
$5,000, which was under the 
care, custody and control of 
the city, the housing authority 
and the community center. 

The indictment also 



alleges that from 2006 through 
Jan. 1, 2013, Halbert, aided 
and abetted by Robinson, 
Whicker and Clouse, willfully 
and knowingly received, con- 
cealed and retained stolen 
property of the SSA, in an 
amount to which she knew 
she was not entitled with an 
approximate value of $72,000, 
with intent to convert the 
money to her own use while 
knowing it had been stolen. 

In addition, the indictment 
alleges that from 2006 to 
2013, Halbert, having knowl- 
edge of the occurrence of an 
event affecting her initial and 
continued right to Social 
Security payments, concealed 
and failed to disclose her 
employment and earned 
income with intent to fraudu- 
lently secure payment in a 
greater amount than due. 

The indictment also 
alleges that Halbert, aided and 
abetted by Robinson, Whicker 
and Clouse, knowingly used, 
without authority, means of 
identification of other persons 
— Pack’s name, address, 
Social Security number and 



date of birth. 

There is also a forfeiture 
allegation in the indictment 
that says Robinson, Whicker 
and Halbert shall forfeit to the 
United States all property, real 
and personal, which consti- 
tutes or is derived from pro- 
ceeds traceable to the viola- 
tions but not limited to a 
money judgment in a sum 
equal to the gross proceeds in 
aggregate obtained by the 
defendants as the result of the 
violations. 

Under federal law, anyone 
who receives disability bene- 
fits is limited in the amount of 
money they can receive from 
another source, and all income 
must be reported to the SSA 
so it can properly determine 
eligibility, a press release for 
the U.S. Attorney’s Office 
said. 

The investigation was con- 
ducted by the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation, the SSA and 
the Attorney General’s Office, 
then presented to the grand 
jury by Assistant U.S. Attor- 
ney Kenneth R. Taylor.

Federal Court had not been set 
at the time of the release 

Charges of conspiracy and 
Social Security fraud carry a 
maximum of five years in 
prison; misappropriating 
money from a federal pro- 
gram carries a maximum pen- 
alty of 10 years in prison and 
the aggravated identity theft 
charge has a mandatory mini- 
mum penalty of two years in 
prison upon conviction. 

The former mayor’s step- 
son, James “Stevie” Robinson 
was arrested Friday for alleg- 
edly threatening a witness in 
the ongoing investigation. He 
was charged with retaliation 
against a witness and wanton 
endangerment. 

Editor’s note: An indict- 
ment is not an indication of 
guilt but a determination by 
the grand jury that criminal 
charges warrant further judi- 
cial review.

mance by offering to distribute 
digital images depicting actual 
sexual performances by minors 
with knowledge of the images 
content and character and that 
the sexual performance is by a 
minor. 

The indictment said that on 
June 23, 2009, Meade pos- 
sessed one or more digital 
images depicting an actual 
sexual performance by a minor 
with knowledge of its content 
and character and that the sex- 
ual performance is by a minor. 

A press release issued by 
the attorney general’s office 
said that Meade’s computer, 
upon examination, revealed 
more than 100 child porno- 
graphic images and videos. 

Attorney General Jack 
Conway’s Office of Special 
Prosecutions handled the case 
at the request of and in coop- 
eration with the Lawrence 
County Commonwealth’s 
Attorney. 

“I appreciate the hard work 
of my Cybercrimes Unit, 
Office of Special Prosecutions 
and all of the agencies involved 
in this case,” Conway said in a 
press release issued Monday. 
“Working together, we are 
helping make the Internet a 
safer place for Kentucky kids.” 

Since its creation in June 
2008, the Cybercrimes Unit 
has launched approximately 
300 child pornography investi- 
gations and seized more than 
400,000 child pornographic 
images and videos from the 
Internet and has a 100 percent 
conviction rate.

“He showed genuine inter- 
est in the closure of the power 
plant,” New said. “He is con- 
cerned with the environment, 
but I don’t think he wants to 
shut down the coal industry.”

“Have you tried reboot- 
ing?” I’m sure you’ve 
heard this classic tech sup- 
port question at some 
point. It’s suggested for all 
kinds of gadgets, from tab- 
lets and smartphones to 
wireless routers and home 
entertainment systems . It 
even works for misbehav- 
ing computer programs. 

It might sound like a 
cop-out, but there is a good 
reason why your repairper- 
son suggests rebooting 
before anything else. To 
explain why, let me set up 
a non-techie example. 
Have you ever been writ- 
ing a letter and gotten 
interrupted for just a sec- 
ond? You can pick up 
where you left off with 
very little effort. 

But what happens if 
there’s a string of interrup- 
tions, or a major interrup- 
tion that takes you away 
for a few hours or even 
days? You can’t just jump 
back in to the letter without 
reading it through from the 
beginning, or even starting 
over. 

That’s similar to how 
electronics work. A minor 
glitch usually isn’t a prob- 
lem. It will just slow things 
down for a minute while 
the system recovers. 

A bunch of glitches or a 
really serious glitch, how- 
ever, can completely inter- 
rupt the gadget’s train of 
thought. It can’t pick up 
where it left off. Every- 
thing might freeze, or 
you’ll get an error like the 
infamous Windows blue 
screen of death or the 
beach ball on your Mac. 

At that point, the only 
thing to do is start over. 
Rebooting lets the gadget 
begin from square one. In 
many cases, the glitches 
don’t pop up again. 

That’s why tech support 
folks ask you to restart 
your gadget first. It’s an 
easy, no-fuss fix that weeds 
out minor problems with- 
out requiring lots of time 
and money. 

Of course, sometimes 
the glitches are part of a 
deeper problem that won’t 
go away. If your PC keeps 
slowing down while you’re 
using it, for example, it 
might be a misbehaving 
program draining your 
CPU and memory. 

Restarting can help you 
pinpoint what program it 
is. If your computer starts 
fine but misbehaves after 
opening a certain program, 
there’s your problem. 

At that point, you can 
re-install the program, see 
if there’s an update from 
the manufacturer or find an 
alternative program. 

Now, let’s say you 
reboot your computer, but 
for some reason it doesn’t 
clear the problem. You can 
try stopping certain pro- 
grams from running during 
startup with a program like 
Autoruns. 

Disabling one program 
at a time can help you nar- 
row down the offending 
program. Turning off 
unneeded programs at 
startup can also make your 
computer boot faster. 

If you can’t find a mis- 
behaving program, it might 
a driver problem. For that, 
you need to boot using 
Safe Mode. It’s a powerful 
troubleshooting tool built 
in to your computer. It lets 
you manually correct set- 
tings and uninstall pro- 
grams or drivers that are 
causing problems. 

On most computers, 
pressing F8 during startup 
will bring up the boot 
menu. You can select Safe 
Mode from the options. 

Rebooting a gadget can 
also help you fix Internet 
connection problems. A 
spotty connection could be 
your router or modem act- 
ing up. 

Unplug the router or

Tips for a safe 
Halloween 



With Halloween right 
around the comer, the Ameri- 
can Red Cross would like 
everyone to stay safe when 
they don their costumes and 
go out to Trick-or-Treat. 

Halloween’s greatest haz- 
ards aren’t vampires and vil- 
lains, but falls, costume mis- 
haps and traffic accidents, so 
the Red Cross is offering the 
following tips to help make 
this Halloween safe: 

• Look for flame-resistant 
costumes. 

• Plan the Trick-or-Treat 
route and make sure adults 
know where children are 
going. A parent or responsible 
adult should accompany 
young children as they make 
their way around the neigh- 
borhood. 

• Make sure the Trick-or- 
Ireaters have a flashlight. Add 
reflective tape to costumes 
and Trick-or-Treat bags. Have 
everyone wear light- colored 



clothing in order to be seen. 

• Visit only the homes that 
have a porch light on. Accept 
treats at the door - never go 
inside. 

• Instead of masks, which 
can cover the eyes and make it 
hard to see, consider using 
face paint. 

• Walk only on the side- 
walks, not in the street. If no 
sidewalk is available, walk at 
the edge of the roadway, fac- 
ing traffic. Look both ways 
before crossing the street and 
cross only at the corner. Don’t 
cut across yards or use alleys. 
Don’t cross between parked 
cars. 

• Be cautious around pets 
and any other animals. 

If someone is welcoming 
Trick-or-Treaters at their 
home, they should make sure 
the outdoor light is on.
